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Now Is The Time--Begin 
Work On Spring Garden

AN we produce $30,000,000 

worth of vegetables in Ala- 
bame during 1940? The answer to 
this question is, “Yes.’”’ Why should 
we try to grow so many vege- 
tables? The answer to this question 
is: If farm people of this State are 
to be well fed we need to grow 
about three times as many vege- 
tables as are now being produced 
for home consumption. 

Someone might think that we are 
advocating a material increase in 
the acreage planted to vegetable 
crops. This is not true. It would be 
most desirable, however, if every 
garden in Alabama was managed 
so that fresh vegetables could be 
harvested every month of the year. 

Compost: Experiments at Auburn 
have shown that the best vegetab- 
les are produced on soil that has 
received heavy applications of 
compost. Mid-winter is an excel- 
lent time to apply this garden fer- 
tilizer. Broadcast five to ten loads 
of compost, for the average-sized 
garden, and turn it under, 

Lime: An application of 400 to 
600 pounds per acre of ground 
limestone or basic slag will mater- 
ially increase the production of 
beets, carrots, lettuce, beans, and 
peas on most soils. Do not apply 
lime to soils on which Irish pota- 
toes are to be grown. 

Commercial Fertilizer: When 
properly balanced it is almost im- 
possible to apply too much plant 
food to the soil for vegetables. 
Where plenty of compost has been 
applied a 4-8-4 grade of fertilizer

can be used with good results. It 
should be applied in the row at the 
rate of four to six pounds to each 
100 feet. Side dress, with nitrogen, 
such crops as cabbage and lettuce 
as soon as the plants have become 
well established. 

Irish Potatoes: Very few farmers 
grow enough potatoes. Certified 
seed potatoes give much higher 
yields. Buy the best seed available. 
Potato seed pieces should be about 
the size of an egg. Fertilize ground 
to be planted in potatoes with a 
4-10-7 fertilizer applied at the rate 
of 1000 pounds per acre, Do not use 
lime or compost on potatoes. 

Lettuce: To produce nice heads 
of lettuce it must be grown during 
cool weather. Sow seed of iceburg 
lettuce not later than February, .as 
soon as plants are two inches high 
thin so that they will be a foot 
apart. 

Hothed and Cold Frame: The use 
of hotbeds and cold frames will 
help bring such crops as cabbage, 
lettuce, tomatoes, etc. into produc- 
tion a month earlier than usual. 
Because of the scarcity of vege- 
tables during the early spring 
months hotbeds are worth trying. 
Plant seed in hotbeds four to six 
weeks before time to set plants in 
the garden. 

While there is always a risk in 
planting :many vegetables early, 
the farm family should find it 
worthwhile, to try some of the fol- 
lowing during the month of Febu- 
rary: Asparagus, beets, broccoli, 
cabbage, carrots, eggplant, lettuce, 
mustard, onions, parsnips, English 
peas, pepper, Irish potatoes, radish, 
spinach, tomatoes, turnips.

Garden Work 
Considered 
Most Helpful

AM a member of'a newly organ- 


ized club and every demonstra- 
tion has helped me greatly. The 
garden demonstration has been 
most helpful, however. 

At our June demonstration, Miss 
Maude Clark, our home agent, told 
us a number of things that might 
be done then in order to have a 
late summer and fall garden. My 
spring garden had been a failure, 
so my husband and I decided to 
“try out” a few of the suggestions 
given by our agent. 

Late in June I planted peas,. 
beans, okra, squash, cucumbers, 
pumpkin and tomatoes, but due to 
the extreme rains, only a few came 
up. Those few stalks and vines 
were well cared for by constant 
working and protection from in- 
sects. 

By sticking about 75 bean vines 
beans were produced sufficient for 
table use, for canning all my fam- 
ily needed and to enable me to sell. 
The pumpkins were very fine, 
some of which were given to my 
neighbors. The squash and okra 
produced well but I was most de- 
lighted with my tomatoes, 

For the Christmas holidays I had, 
in excess of all my canned prod- 
ucts, six big yellow pumpkins and 
about one-half bushel of ripe to- 
matoes. 

I am serving as garden demon- 
strator of our club now and the re- 
sults I’ve had this fall lead me to 
believe that I will benefit from it.

T. P. Whitten, 
county agent, says that the success- 
ful purchase of this farm shows the 
value of hogs on a small farm. 


Wornout Farm 
Reclaimed By 
Greene Family 


BOUT a year ago Mr. R. G. 
Golson, Eutaw, Alabama, pur- 
chased a 240-acre Black Belt farm. 
This farm was almost valueless in 
that practically all of the top soil 
had been washed away and all that 
was left of any good was covered 
with bushes of absolutely no value. 
Mr. Golson agreed to let the 
county terracing association ter- 
race this farm, reports County 
Agent J. P. Givhan. There were 
gullies deep enough to hide the ma- 
chines, so naturally there had to be 
a great deal of filling in of these 
gullies before the terraces could 
be constructed, “After this farm 
was completely terraced all gullies 
were filled in between the terraces 
and the place was smoothed off so 
that it could be plowed. 

Since this job was completed Mr. 
Golson cut all of the bushes, burn- 
ed them, plowed the place up: and 
seeded it to oats. In addition around 
200 pounds of phosphate per acre 
was applied. 

Next spring this farm will be 
seeded to grasses and clovers to 
be used for pasture. The total cost 
of the reclamation job was around 
$400.00 excluding the cost of seed 
and fertilizer. A number of other 
farms in the county have been re- 
‘claimed by the same method and it 
is planned to continue the terrac- 
ing program on a much larger scale 
in 1940,” reports County Agent Giv- 
han.

One Death From Disease| in. viet wae

The first case of Diphtheria in 
Coffee County in 1940 has resulted 
In & death, Rosa Lee Rushing, 
five-year-old daughter of Alto R, 
#nd Lena Rushing, died from diph- 
theria on February ninth. ‘The 
family lives seven miles north of 
Hiba between the Brantley and 
Troy highways. 

Diphtheria is preventable by use 
cf the Toxoid, which gives strong 
protection for a period of about 
feven years, The child that died 
had never received the Toxoid, 

The wide-spread use of Toxoid 
in Coffee County has brought 
fbout a reduction in the amount 
of diphtheria, Only six Coffee 
County children have died of diph- 
theria during the past four years, 
during which time the Health De- 
partment and private physicians 
have immunized many thousands 
of young children, 

It is practically possible to stop 
diphtheria entirely. For this, three 
things are necessary: (1) Protec- 
tion, (2) Barly Treatment, and 
(3) Prevention of Spread. 

First (For Protection) — Give 
Toxoid to babies at the age of six 
months, 

Second (For Early Treatment)— 
Call physician early, 

Third (For Prevention of Spread) 
—Keep all visitors away from the 
sick room and even the house until 
you are sure the sickness is not 
catching. This is a good rule to 
follow with all illnesses. 

Because there have been many 
exposures to the case of diphtheria 
reported, the homes in the neigh- 
borhood have been visited and the 
younger children immunized, On 
Thursday, February 15, the schools 
in the neighborhood will be visited 
and the children examined to de- 
termine if any new cases have de- 
veloped. Toxoid will be given to 
babies whose mothers bring them 
to these schools on Thursday, 

Offices of the Coffee County 
Health Department are open each 
week for the protection of babies 
against diphtheria. The Blba of- 
fice, in the court house, is open 
Saturday mornings; Enterprise of- 
fice, in the court house, is open 
Friday afternoons, except second 
Friday; and New Brockton, in of- 
fice of local physician, Saturday 
mornings.

Many of these flocks were start- 
ed last year by ordering chicks 
from the best foundation stock 
available, Several flock owners re- 
port raising 100 to 101 chicks out 
of 102 chicks received. Some of 
these flock owners raised and had 
bloodtested as many as 47 to 50 
pullets after they were culled. 
These are some very good records, 


The new home-made lamp brood- 
er was used by some 15 flock own- 
ers this past year and it proved 
the most economical and success- 
ful means of brooding chicks yet 
demonstrated in this section. 

Flock owners with from 45 to 
50 hens are now getting from 35 
to 40 eggs per day from these 
Lens and they are realizing a very 
nice profit from the eggs at this 
time. To date all available eggs 
from the bloodtested flocks have 
been used by some hatchery for 
hatching eggs. Most of them have 
fone to the Elba Hatchery, but 
since the local hatchery is not 
large enough to use all the blood- 
tested eggs a market has been 
found at other State hatcheries 
by the vocational workers so that 
all surplus eggs have been placed. 
At present, eggs are being shipped 
lo five other State hatcheries, Sey- 
tral large’ chick orders have been 
received by the local hatchery from 
Baldwin County.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—-Thos, W. 
Martin, president of Alabama 
Power Company, has accepted the 
chairmanship for Alabama of the 
Winnish Relief Mund, Ine,, sueeeed- 
ing Mr, Oscar Wells, chairman of 
the board of the First National 
bank, who was obliged to resign 
because of illness, 

In his acceptance of the chair- 
manship for the relief of Finnish 
women and children, made home- 
loss by the ravages of war, Mr, 
Martin stated: 

“The Kinnish people have come 
to be greatly admired by many of 
the American people, They have 
been the only foreign nation to 
rake prompt payment of their ob- 
lipations to the United States, In 
addition, our admiration for the 
inns has become crystallized by 
(heir fortitude and bravery in the

GOOD CITIZENS AND GOOD 
NEIGHBORS 

LESSON TEXT — Matthew 22;15-22, 
M40. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Thow shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself.-Matthew 22:39, 

Character Is determined by what 
a man ts in his heart, not by the 
profession of his lips. This is emi- 
nently true in spiritual matters, for 
we know that it is not by much 
testifying, hymn singing, or even 
by church attendance that a man 
proves himself to be a Christian, 
The question is, Is his heart right 
with God? It is also true In his 
relation to his country. Patriotism 
is not a matter of speech-making 
and flag-waving, but an inward de- 
votion to the good of the nation, 
Most assuredly it {1s also true that 
being a good neighbor is not some- 
thing accomplished by smooth talk 
or the shedding of a few tears; it 
is a matter of that right attitude 
toward our neighbor, whether he 
be the man next door or in China, 
which results in a sacrificial effort 
to serve and help him, 

I. A Right Attitude Toward God 
(vv. 21, 37-39). 

No man will make any real prog- 
ress In the direction of being either 
a good citizen or a good neighbor 
until he has a right attitude toward 
God. 

The questions which were asked 
of our Lord, and which brought forth 
such precious teaching from Him, 
were not asked in good will nor 
with a desire to glorify God, but 
rather to entrap or snare the Lord 
and thus give occasion for denounc- 
ing Him, Had the Pharisees, Sad- 
ducees, and Herodians (the ritual- 
ists, the rationalists, and politicians 
of our Lord's day) really known God 
and Jesus Christ, His Son, their 
problems of patriotism and neigh- 
borliness would have been solved in 
the light of His Word and, what is 
perhaps even more important, in 
His spirit. 

Is not the crying need of our world 
today, gone mad as it has with mis- 
directed and perverted patriotic fer- 
vor and forgetting all responsibili- 
ties of good neighborliness, that it 
should hear and heed the gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ? 


Il. A Right Attitude Toward Goy- 


ernment (vv. 15-22). 

The subtle hypocrisy of the ques- 
tion in verse 17 lay in the fact that 
these leaders were not interested in 
knowing the truth, but only wanted 
to make Jesus out either to be dis- 
loyal to His own people because He 
advocated paying tribute, or a 
traitor to Caesar because He ad- 
vised rebellion against taxation, 
They coated their clever bait with 
unctuous flattery, a device which is 
still common among those who 
would mislead God’s people. Ob- 
serve that even though they did not 
believe what they said, they did 
speak the truth about the Lord Jesus 
(v. 16), 

His gnswer is complete, final, and 
unanswerable. He has that kind of 
an answer to every honest ques- 
tion of man. In this case He clearly 
states that one who lives under an 
established government, enjoying its 
protection, using its money in trade, 
and so forth, is to be loyal to every 


ment. God and the things of God 
must come first, but a right atti- 
tude toward God will reveal itself 
in a proper attitude toward govern- 
ment, 

Why does not some nation realize 
that the answer to destructive polit- 
ical and social theories is—win the 
destructive agitator to a living faith 
in Christ and he will become your 
strongest force for God and coun- 
try. The real answer to commu- 
nism (and every other anti-Ameri- 
canism) is Christ. 


i. A Right Attitude Toward Onr 
Neighbor (vy. 34-40). 

We have talked a good deal of 
late about being good neighbors, and 
certainly everyone should do every- 
thing possible to encourage the good 
neighbor policy in his own commu- 
nity and throughout the earth. But 
why does not the good neighbor pol- 
{cy work? Read the parallel pas- 
sage in Luke and you will see how 
man tries to dodge his responsibil- 
ity. See Luke 10:29 and observe 
the answer of Jesus in Luke 10: 
30-37, 

A good neighbor is not one who 
is seeking some kind of “You favor 
me and I'll favor you”’ arrangement, 
He does not see the barriers of race, 
creed, or color. He is ready to help 
anyone, anywhere, at any cost, It 
is recognized that only the man who 
loves God with all his heart will be 
able thus to love his neighbor as 
himself, 

The world does not so much need 
treatises on neighborliness as the 
winning of men and women to faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, and thus 
to a whole-hearted love for God 
which will inevitably express itself 
in a love for his neighbor, When 
this comes to pass, we shall have 
true neighborliness in the world. 
Let us send the gospel to all na- 
tions, that they may become first 
of all good Christians, then good cit- 
izens, and good neighbors,

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FSA Giving Opportunity 
To Tenant Families And 


Sharecroppers In'!State 


Gone with the wind of darker 
days are the hardships once ex- 
perienced by the sharecropper and 
tenant farmer of Alabama, a re- 
port by M. H, Pearson of Auburn, 
State Director of the Farm Securi- 
ty Administration, discloses, 

The sharecropper is becoming a 
thing of the past and the tenant 
farmer is being given an oppor- 
tunity to purchase his own farm, 
The farm families are leading 
healthier lives through being 
taught to raise foods for their own 
Subsistence which carry them 
through the Winter. In other 
ways, notably sanitation and reno- 
vation of houses, healthy living is 
being promoted, 

Farmers and their families who 
otherwise would be stranded are 
being settled on up-to-date mod- 
ern farms on rural projects. 

Mr, Pearson's report reveals a 
total of 31,861 of the 273,778 fam- 
ilies of the State were receiving 
FSA assistance on June 30, 1939, 
This number includes some of the 
original 1935 list who have not yet 
been rehabilitated, as well as oth- 
ers added in years since then, 

Besides loans, the help to these 
farmers includes technical advice 
on management of farm and home. 
A balanced farming program to 
meet each family’s needs is work- 
ed out with the cooperation of 


WSA supervisors. The families 
are visited and the year’s work 
planned. These include ways of 


enabling children to attend school 
and making medical aid available, 

Loans are made to a limited 
number of deserving tenants, 
sharecroppers and farm laborers 
te purchase family size farms. 
Those overburdened with debts 
are given adjustments satisfactory 
to the creditor. Loans are made 
to groups of low-income farmers 
for heavy farm machinery, pure- 
bred sires or other needs indivi- 
duals cannot meet, 

In 1935, before the’ resettlement 
program was initiated, a census 
revealed that 64.5 per cent of all 
farmers in Alabama were tenants 
or sharecroppers. Possessions of 
some 13,000 rural families trans- 
ferred from relief roils to what is 
now the FSA averaged but $3.03 
per family. Their average cash 
farm income had‘ been only $91 
per family, or $15 per person, for 
the previous year. ‘They lacked 
farming and household equipment. 
They subsisted on a diet of mainly 
bread, fatback, ‘bacon and syrup,” 
end pellagra and other deficiency 
diseases resulted, 

At the end of 1938, under the 
FSA program, the net worth of 


each family aided jumped to 
$442.15, 
Rural rehabilitation loans in 


Alabama since the program was 
started in 1935 up to July 31, 1939, 
totaled $14,540,224.10. The money 
went from the farmers into local 
channels of trade. The average 
loan per family during the year 
ending June 30, 1938, was $186.87. 
An increase of 107.5 per cent was 
made during the 1938-39 fiscal year 
in the number of families assisted. 
New families added to the bene- 
fits raised the loans to an average 
of $300.69. 

As rehabilitation families have 
become more supporting, the loan 
average has decreased. 

Wholesome foods are made pos- 
sible through the requirement that 
the families maintain fenced gar- 
dens. Meat, vegetable and milk 
needs have been increased.
